S AHARA MF.F. R IS STILL ANGRY. 
Place a copy of Bruce Ratner’s recent At- 
lantic Yards mailing on the table, and 
she’ll put her handbag over it. Show her the 
pictures of happy Brooklynites smiling for Rat- 
ner’s cameras and she’ll cringe. 

Meer, you see, is one of those smiling 
Brooklynites — except that she doesn’t support 
Ratner’s plans for Atlantic Yards. 

So she’s definitely not smiling. 

Meer, a sometime actress with a “No emi- 
nent domain” sign in her Prospect Heights win- 
dow, was between paying gigs when she be- 
“poster girl” in Ratner’s Atlantic Yards 



is a day like any other day last summer, 
when Meer got an email from a photographer 
friend asking whether she’d pose for a “day in 
the park” photo spread. The photos were being 
shot by the Getty agency and would be sold as 
stock photos — the kind of generic, “happy” 
shots you see in dating service ads or when 
newspapers need that hard-to-find image of 
people without a care in the world. 

Meer said she spent five hours being pho- 
tographed. “It was fun, and it was a pretty good 
deal because I’m an actress and they offered to 
let me use the photos, too,” she said. 

She had virtually forgotten about that day — 
until the phone rang last week. 

“Why the hell are you doing posing for 
Bmce Ratner?!” a friend asked. 

Huh? 

Meer later received the “Atlantic Yards: A 
Vision for Downtown Brooklyn” pamphlet — 
which not only featured her photo, but even 
featured a deceptive rendering of the sprawling

mega-development that actually made the 
19,000-seat basketball arena disappear into a 
lush green meadow. 

“I admit I have no one to blame but myself,” 
she said. “I signed the release. I got my $100 
[for the shoot]. But I’m still mad at Ratner.” 
Meer called her experience “the seedy un- 
derbelly of Ratner’s marketing campaign.” 
“What, he couldn’t find actual people to 
smile for his cameras? He needed to buy stock 
images of people having fun?” 

The greater irony of Ratner’s flyer is that the 
people in the pictures, smiling and enjoying 
their lives in Brooklyn, actual send a subtle 
anti-Ratner message: “Don’t change a thing, 
Mr. Ratner. We like things the way they are. 
That’s why we’re smiling.” 

Meer said she wants to channel her anger 
and is now volunteering with Develop Don’t 
Destroy Brooklyn. 

“And one thing is for sure,” she added, ‘Til 
never do stock photo shoots again.”

Gehry lightly tweaks 
Ratner's 'Yards' plan, 
says boro wedding 
inspired tallest tower

The “bride” will wear aluminum. 

Architecht Frank Gehry unveiled slightly slimmed 
down towers and an update on the classic Brooklyn 
stoop, in fresh renderings for Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic 
Yards mega-development revealed Thursday. He also 
told how he came up with the design for the project’s 
most controversial building — the 62-story “Miss Brook- 
lyn Tower” — likening it to a bride. 

Opponents of the 22-acre, $3.5-billion project were 
un mp cs ;d. 

“It’s a Frank Gehry sheen on repudiated, 1960s-style 
urban renewal,” said Daniel Goldstein of Develop Don’t 
Destroy Brooklyn. 

Prospect Heights resident Patti Hagan quipped, “I 
guess this is the ‘Ratner/Gehry Diet,’ ” calling the slim- 
down miniscule compared to the weight the project put 
on in since its initial unveiling in 2002. 

Discussing “Miss Brooklyn,” which would sit at the 
intersection of Atlantic and Flatbush avenues, Gehry 
said, “When we were studying Brooklyn, we happened 
upon a wedding, a real Brooklyn wedding. And we decid- 
ed that ‘Miss Brooklyn’ was a bride.” 

Gehry showed off the renderings at a packed press 
conference at Ratner’s Atlantic Center Mall, where a 
large third-floor space was converted into an “Atlantic 
Yards Information Center.” 

The renderings of Miss Brooklyn showed a shimmer- 
ing, wavering, aluminum-clad tower, with a 120-foot 
glass-walled atrium called “the Urban Room,” a hotel in 
the first few floors, dozens of stories of office space, and 
residental condos up top. 

“She’s a bride with flowing veils,” Gehry said. “OK, I 
got carried away. But if you’d seen that bride, you’d un- 
derstand. I fell in love with her.” 

Another building, also near the comer of Flatbush and At- 
lantic, was reduced in size by 165 feet, but Gehry and his de- 
signers said that the differences between the latest designs 
and earlier renderings are not just a matter of size.

Censored art students 
could find new home

They courted controversy, 
they got it, and now they don’t 
know what to do with it. 

A group of student artists who 
were kicked out of a city-run 
gallery because their works were 
“inappropriate” haven’t decided 
whether to accept a DUMBO de- 
veloper’s offer to host the show in 
one of his posh buildings. 

“We are going to be careful 
about where we put our work and 
how we portray our story,” said 
Mami Kotak, one of 18 Masters of 
Fine Arts candidates at Brooklyn 
College featured in “Plan B,” an 
art show that opened last Wednes- 
day night in the World War II 
Memorial in Cadman Plaza — and 


closed the very next morning after 
Brooklyn Borough Parks Commis- 
sioner Julius Spiegel declared it 
“inappropriate.” 

He told the artists that some of 
the controversial works violated a 
six-year-old verbal agreement he 
has with the college to use the war 
memorial for art shows. 

Spiegel refused repeated re- 
quests for comment from The 
Brooklyn Papers — but his boss, 
city Parks Commissioner Adrian 
Benepe, stood by him, saying that 
two “obscene” works violated the 
agreement that all work shown 
must be “suitable for children and 
families.” 

“If [the works were] on a hand- 
ball court, we would’ve painted 
over [them] as a matter of prac- 
tice,” he said. 


Works in the exhibition included 
the usual contemporary coterie of 
video art and abstract installations 
as well as a sculpture of a hand 
holding a penis, and a painting of a 
man’s torso with an accompanying 
narrative about a homosexual en- 
counter involving a man named 
Dick Cheney. 

World War n veterans hailed 
Spiegel’s decision to lock out the 
student artist. 

“[Spiegel] would not want to 
disgrace the memories of sailors 
and marines killed in World War 
n,” said veteran Roy Vanasco, 80. 

But the vets stood apart from 
many of their fellow New Yorkers, 
who challenged the borough com- 
missioner’s right to single-handed- 
ly determine what is appropriate

Chase backs out

nity,” said a former resident of 247 Water St., 
a DUMBO loft building. “Then, he evicted 
us two days before Christmas [2004].” 

A suspicious blaze later gutted that build- 
ing. The fire’s cause was never officially de- 
termined, but Guttman’s insurer, Alea North 
America, refused to pay for damages on the 
grounds that Guttman’s claim was fraudulent. 

The building remains vacant, its windows 
covered with unsightly plywood. 

Nearby, at 50 Bridge St., tenants are suing 
Guttman for ignoring building and safety 
codes when he converted the 19th-century 
factory into luxury condos. 

“We thought we were getting a good price 
on our apartment, but the problems were struc- 
tural,” said Darren Karp, a condo owner. ‘To 
fix the problems, you’d have to tear down the 
condos and reconstruct them again.” 

Karp was not surprised to hear that Chase 
had pulled out of the 68 Jay St. deal days af- 
ter the suspicious fire in Greenpoint. 

“The guy is a complete criminal. No bank 
should rent from him,” he said. 

Guttman and his lawyer declined repeated 
requests for comment.

Chase bank has pulled out of deal to 
open a branch in a converted DUMBO 
industrial building owned by the same 
developer whose Greenpoint warehouse 
burnt down last week in a suspicious fire. 

Negotiations to open a branch at 68 Jay St. 
ended abruptly on Friday — just hours after 
the Greenpoint blaze had been linked to four 
other deliberately set fires on properties 
owned by the landlord, Joshua Guttman. 

Chase declined to comment on how the 
ongoing investigation of the arson-afflicted 
landlord affected the bank’s decision — but 
the bank’s broker admitted it was a factor. 

“It’s never any one thing [that ends lease 
negotiations],” said broker Faith Hope Con- 
solo. “Let’s just say [other spaces] are more 
desirable right now.” 

In DUMBO, Guttman owns at least a half- 
dozen large warehouse properties, which he 
rented as residences in the 1980s and ’90s. 
Though such conversions were illegal, they 
did play a large role in transforming the once- 
gritty neighborhood into its current and future 
identity as a post-industrial Babylon. 

“He rented us really great lofts and let us

City Councilwoman Yv- 
ette Clarke is talking a lot 
lately about the fact that 
she’s a woman — and she’s 
hoping voters will notice. 

Clarke (D-Flatbush) is the 
lone woman fighting four 
men in the 11th Congression- 
al District — and has increas- 
ingly made her gender an is- 
sue in the race to succeed 
retiring Rep. Major Owens. 

“Time and time again peo- 
ple have asked me, ‘What dif- 
ferentiates you from the other 
candidates?’” Clarke said. 

“And I’m like, ‘Isn’t it ob- 
vious?’ I mean, if they don’t 
see it, maybe I have to say it!” 

She’s saying it a lot more, 
as the battle for the coveted 
open seat heats up. At a recent 
forum in Prospect-Lefferts 
Gardens, Clarke reminded the 
audience of her gender again 
and again: 

“I have a unique lens.” 

“I invented the Women’s 
Caucus [in the City Council].” 

“Women’s issues tend to be 
marginalized in a largely male 
council.” 

She certainly stands out —

and we would hear much more 
of a debate [about Supreme 
Court appointees] that could 
endanger Roe v. Wade.” 

And, for certain, Clarke 
would not have had such a 
hard time getting her “potty 
parity” bill passed, which fi- 
nally became law last year. 

But Clarke said she is not a 
one-gender candidate. 

“Because women bring 
sons to life, we’re always go- 
ing to be looking out for the 
interests of men,” she said in 
the interview.

Afterwards, she told The 
Brooklyn Papers that she, as a 
woman, is more qualified than 
her opponents, state Sen.

City Councilman David 
Yassky won the endorse- 
ment of a traditionally liber- 
al Democratic club, despite 
a passionate plea from a 
white district leader that the 
club not endorse the sole 
white candidate in the over- 
whelmingly black 11th 
Congressional District. 

Endorsing Yassky (D-Brook- 
lyn Heights) “really didn’t send 
a good message to the rest of 
the people in the district and to 
the people in the borough,” 
said the district leader, Alan 
Fleishman, who is a member of 
the political club, the Indepen- 
dent Neighborhood Democrats, 
in Carroll Gardens. 

Fleishman told The Brooklyn 
Papers that it was not right for 
the “primarily white club” to en- 
dorse the white candidate when 
there are four “qualified” black 
candidates running to succeed 
retiring Rep. Major Owens (D- 
Crown Heights). 

Those four black candidates 
— state Sen. Carl Andrews 
(D-Crown Heights), City 
Councilwoman Yvette Clarke 
(D-Flatbush), Chris Owens, 
and Assemblyman Nick Perry 
(D-Flatbush) — agree with 
Yassky “on 98 percent of the

issues,” Fleishman added. 

Former Councilman Steph- 
en DiBrienza countered Fleish- 
man by urging the club to vote 
“on the merits, on the quality, 
on the overall ability” of the 
candidates. 

Later, he told The Brooklyn 
Papers that he challenged 
Fleishman so that the club 
would not turn its endorse- 
ment process into “some vi- 
sion of political correctness.” 

“Ultimately, IND over- 
whelmingly supported David 
because of the candidate,” he 

It took two rounds of voting 
behind closed doors on May 5 
before Yassky emerged with the 
plum. On the first ballot, no can- 
didate had a majority: Yassky 
had 45 votes, Owens 21, Clarke 
13 and Andrews 4, while 10 
voted for “No Endorsement.” 
Perry received no votes. 

Rather than fight on, Owens 
and Clarke asked their sup- 
porters to vote “No Endorse- 
ment” on the second ballot. 

But it was not to be: On the 
second ballot, Yassky beat 
“No Endorsement” 40-24. 

Ironically, none of the candi- 
dates in the neighboring 10th 
district — where incumbent 
Rep. Ed Towns is battling three 
challengers — were deemed 
worthy of an IND endorsement. 

On the third ballot, “No En- 


dorsement” beat City Council- 
man Charles Barron (D-Canar- 
sie). Hip-hop writer Kevin Pow- 
ell and Assemblyman Roger 
Green (D-Fort Greene) had 
been dropped on the first ballot. 
Towns was eliminated after the 
second ballot. 

In that race, all are black. 

The IND endorsement vote 
was originally scheduled for 
May 18. But, as The Brooklyn 
Papers reported, the date was 
moved up, effectively disen- 
franchising more than 100 


who had joined 
the club just before the dead- 
line. Under club rules, new 
members must have joined at 
least a month before voting. 

Chris Owens said the date 
change might have affected 
the outcome. The endorsement 
vote “would definitely have 
been closer,” had the newcom- 
ers voted, he said. 

“I think it would have been 
more representative of the club 
and the community as a 
whole,” he said.

The Brooklyn Papers had- 
n’t initiated the call, but a re- 
porter had plenty of questions 
— firstly, why was Mirones 
dropping out? 

“It was an agonizing deci- 
sion,” said Mirones, 50 and 
single. “It’s not easy to step 
away from the privilege of 
representing the district, and I 
was grateful to serve, but I’ll 
be going to the health-care 
profession where I spent 28 

Mirones once ran Arimed, a 
Staten Island prosthetics com- 
pany. He intends to return to 
that line of work, he said. 

Mirones was re-elected in 
2004 with 60 percent of the 
vote — not great compared to 
other New York incumbents, 
but certainly not enough of a 
reason to bail out of a rematch 
with his 2004 challenger, 
Janele Hyer-Spencer. 

And no one, not even the 
head of the Staten Island De- 
mocratic Party, hinted that 
Mirones is mired in some 
scandal. 

“I don’t know of anything 
on him,” said Assemblyman 
John Lavelle (D-Staten Is- 
land). “But I still think the line 
about him returning to health 
care is just that, a nice line. 
My guess is that his heart sim- 
ply wasn’t in legislating.” 

Lavelle likened Mirones’s 
style to that of “Fourth of July 
fireworks”: “He’d get all 
worked up about an issue, go 
off with a big explosion and 
then it would just peter out.” 

For her part, Hyer-Spencer 
called Mirones “an ineffective 
legislator.” 

“He’s just more suited for 
the professional world,” she 
said. “He is an exceptional 
businessman and humanitari- 
an. He will serve the commu- 
nity better in those roles than 
in Albany.” 

Mirones didn’t want to re- 
hash his four years in Albany. 
“This is just a personal deci- 
sion to go back to health 
care,” he said. “There’s noth- 
ing more to it.” 

Replacing Mirones on the 
Republican line will be his le- 
gal counsel, Anthony Xan- 
thakis (pronounced zan- 
TAKis). 

Lavelle was afraid, but not 
very afraid. 

“We don’t know anything 
about this guy, so that’s a 
cause of concern,” he said. 
“We don’t know what his 
[fundraising] resources will

Cops track 
crooks in 
'real time' 


After an armed bandit 
held up a pizza joint in 
Manhattan late last year, 
witnesses reported seeing 
“Sugar” tattooed on the 
back of the man’s neck as 
he made his getaway. 

It was a tiny clue. But in a 
windowless room deep inside 
police headquarters, a team of 
detectives manning banks of 
computers checked the 
NYPD’s tattoo database and 
made a quick identification of 
a suspect, which led to an ar- 

Police officials said it was 
another triumph for a 24-hour 
monument to 21st-century 
policing: the Real Time Crime 
Center. At an unveiling earlier 
this year, Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg hailed the $11 mil- 
lion center as the first of its 
kind and predicted it “will 
transform the way we solve 

The 37,000-officer NYPD, 
the nation’s largest, has in- 
creasingly turned to technolo- 
gy in a bid to preserve steep 
declines in reports of serious 
crime since the early 1990s. 
Earlier this month, it installed 
the first of hundreds of surveil- 
lance cameras expected to 
keep an eye on high-crime 
neighborhoods. 

The crime center was 
launched last year based on 
the theory that real-time tips 
would “increase the likelihood 
that we can catch criminals be- 
fore they strike again,” Police 
Commissioner Ray Kelly said. 

Detectives once needed 


days or weeks to knock on 
doors, work the phones and 
analyze data, often sifting 
through paper records by hand 
as suspects roamed free. Now, 
officials say, they have instan- 
taneous access to computer- 
ized records. 

The database describing tat- 
toos of convicted criminals is 
the tip of the high-tech iceberg 
at detectives’ disposal. It con- 
tains 120 million city records 
of criminal complaints, war- 
rants and calls to emergency 
services dating back 10 years. 
It also has 5 million state crim- 
inal and parole records and 35 
billion property and other pub- 
lic records. 

The center also uses satel- 
lite imaging and computerized 
mapping systems to identify 
geographic patterns of crimes, 
and to pinpoint possible ad- 
dresses where suspects might 
flee — information relayed to 
investigators on the street via 
phone or wireless laptop com-

The suspect’s mug shot was 
mshed out to investigators in 
the field. 

The restaurant manager 
confirmed he was the bandit. 
The man was soon in custody.

A computer-savvy criminal 
reprogrammed the cash ma- 
chine in a DUMBO grocery 
so the ATM would forward at 
least $1,600 to his personal 
account, police said. 

The owner of the bodega, at 
Jay and Water streets, told po- 
lice the techno-thief got his 
hands on the ATM inside be- 
tween 2 pm on April 22 and 1 
pm the following day. When 
employees confirmed the ma- 
chine had been reprogrammed 
to divert funds to a stranger’s 
bank account, he reported the 
theft to police on May 3. 

The company that owns the 
corrupted cash machine, which 
is leased to the bodega, also 
filed a criminal complaint. 

Roof rob 

A thief armed with an ax, a 
crowbar and a sledgehammer 
busted through the roof of a 
Fulton Street jewelry store and 
stole $15,720 in gold and silver, 
police said. 

The determined burglar sawed 
a hole in the roof of the building, 
near Bridge Street, between 7 pm 
on May 1 and 9:30 am the next 
day. Once the hole was big 
enough, the thief dropped down 
into the store below. 

The 82-year-old store owner 
said the burglar scored dozens 
of items, including earrings, 
more than 200 rings, 15 chain 
necklaces and a dozen charms, 
plus five necklaces with other 
pendants.

Murder 
is still a 
mystery

Police have twice ques- 
tioned the boyfriend of a 52- 
year-old woman found shot to 
death in their apartment last 
week, but have not made any 
arrests, sources told The 
Brooklyn Papers. It was Fort 
Greene’s third murder this 

Patricia White had been shot 
once in the head when police 
discovered her body at 5:45 am 
on May 3 in the Carlton Avenue 
apartment she shared with her 
companion. The couple had 
been together for more than a 
decade and had several children 
together, according to published 
reports. 

Officials at the 88th Precinct, 
which is investigating the 
crime, did not return repeated 
calls for comment. 

“She had a positive spirit 
about her,” said loanee Wood- 
ward of Brooklyn United for In- 
novative Local Development the 
community group where White 
worked from time to time. 

A mother of three, White 
cared about families in the 
neighborhood, especially young 
girls, who often grow up facing 
violence, a friend said. With 
BUILD, White worked on a 
community newsletter and of- 
ten dropped by the group’s 
Prospect Heights office. 

“She was a sweetheart, a real 
sweetheart,” Woodward said.

Police nabbed two young 
thieves who allegedly robbed 
a 15 -year-old on May 5 and 
may be tied to another attack 
near Prospect Park. 

The latest incident closely 
resembled a crime reported just 
a day earlier and eight blocks 
away. Both robberies involved 
youngsters who targeted vic- 
tims close to their age who 
were walking alone on Prospect 
Park West. 

The suspects — a boy and 
girl, both 12 — face robbery 
charges for their role in the 
May 5 heist, police said. They 
were among a posse of seven to 
10 bike-riding youngsters who 
surrounded the 15-year-old vic- 
tim near President Street at 7:15 
pm. The girl blocked the vic- 
tim’s path and the boy instead, 
“Give me your bread.” 

The junior thugs stepped for- 
ward, rifled the boy’s pockets, 
snatched his cellphone and 
backpack, and peddled off 
through the park. Witnesses 
saw the boy with the stolen 
backpack, which helped 78th 
Precinct Police Officer Maria 
Solano arrest him and his al- 
leged accomplice. 

The victim wasn’t seriously 
hurt and the crime left him with 
a good excuse for late home- 
work — his book bag was con- 
fiscated by cops as evidence. 

The earlier attack involved a 
14-year-old victim walking 


near Sixth Street with a 13- 
year-old friend at 5:20 pm, po- 
lice said. A group of 10 thugs 
surrounded the boys, and one 
suspect screamed, “Run your 
stuff!” 

Before the victims could re- 
spond, the thieves reached into 
the older boy’s pockets and 
plucked out his cellphone, a 
student Metrocard and a wad of 
seven one-dollar bills. The 
posse then disappeared into the 

The victims could only de- 
scribe one of their attackers in 
detail. He was a black boy, 5- 
foot-4 and 130 pounds. Detec- 
tives at the 78th Precinct are 
now working to connect the 
suspects they arrested to the 
May 4 gang. 

Bank burg 

Thieves triggered two alarms 
when they broke into a Fifth 
Avenue bank on May 3, but 
managed to escape with $1,000 
in rolled coins, police said. 

The burglars set off the secu- 
rity system at 4:25 am and 
again at 4:27 am, and the 
alarms summoned police to the 
bank, near Ninth Street. 

When cops arrived, they 
found the back door open and the 
cash drawers at two teller stations 
missing. But they didn’t find the 
robbers, who had bolted. 

Bank employees said there is 


no security camera trained on 
the back door. Corporate offi- 
cials in Arizona are now re- 
viewing video footage from 
other cameras before they turn 

Sssshhhh thief 

A pickpocket snatched a 
woman’s wallet from her bag 
while she worked in the Brook- 
lyn Public Library’s Central 
branch at Grand Army Plaza on 
May 3, police said. 

The 34-year-old victim no- 
ticed a stranger hovering 
around her workspace in the pe- 
riodicals room around 8:30 pm. 
Suddenly he reached into her 
purse, snatched the billfold and 
ran off with her Social Security 
card, a school ID, various credit 
cards and $45. He also scored a 
library card, which are handed 

The victim reported the theft 
to library security and described 
the robber as a black man with 
a shaved head. 

Counter grab 

A woman posing as a cus- 
tomer in a Seventh Avenue 
boutique stole an employee’s 
purse on May 2, police said. 

The thief wandered into the 
clothing shop, located between 
Union and President streets, at 
1:15 pm and walked to the count- 
er to ask the cleric a question. 


But she had no plans to buy. 
Instead, the sticky-fingered vis- 
itor snatched the worker’s purse 
from atop the counter and 
dashed out the door without a 
struggle, police said. 

The bag contained credit 
cards, a cellphone, her pay- 
check, make-up, keys and a 
book — title unknown. Police 
are looking for a black woman, 
5-foot-7 tall, 180 pounds with 
straight, dark hair. Her criminal 
disguise included a tan straw 
hat and gray sneakers. 

Escape access 

A burglar climbed a ladder 
and the fire escape to get inside 
a Fourth Avenue apartment 
while the tenant partied hearty. 

When the 30-year-old victim 
returned from a bar — with 
long hours, it seems — around 
5:30 am on May 4, he found 
the ladder propped against the 
rail and the screen sliced on a 
window opening onto the fire 
escape, police said. The thief 
had also damaged the lock on 
the apartment’s front door, 
which was secure when the ten- 
ant left eight hours earlier for a 
night out on the town. 

Missing from his home was 
a digital camera and $6,000 in 
cash that he had stashed in vari- 
ous hiding spots. 

BQE DOA 

A taxi passenger was killed 
early on May 10 when a Ford 
van rear-ended the cab on the 
Brooklyn-Queens Expressway 
above Sunset Park, police said. 


The deadly crash occurred at 
12:40 am near 58th Street when 
the van plowed into the back of 
the yellow cab in the Staten Is- 
land-bound lanes of the high- 

Paramedics rushed the pas- 
senger to Lutheran Medical 
Center where he died. 

Information on the victim 
was withheld, pending family 
notification. Details on the two 
drivers were not also available 
by press time. 

Candy man can 

A pair of thieves distracted 
an elderly lady long enough to 
steal more than $ 1 ,000 from her 
bag in a Fifth Avenue pharmacy 
on the afternoon of May 4, po- 
lice said. 

The swindlers stood on ei- 
ther side of their 75-year-old 
victim as she waited in line at 
the pharmacy, which is near 
Ninth Sheet. One man picked 
up a candy and asked the vic- 
tim, “Do you know how much 
this is?” 

With the senior suitably dis- 
tracted by the confectionary ques- 
tion, the man’s accomplice 
plucked an envelope with $1,139 
from the victim’s purse. The pah- 
then disappeared, without so 
much as buying the candy. 

The candy man was described 
as a dark-skinned man, 5-foot-8 
tall with dark hair and wearing 
black dress shoes and a grey coat 
that day. The video tape from the 
store’s security camera provided 
police with a good view of both 
thieves, cops said

Lotto scam nets $15k 



68th Precinct

It could have been her 
lucky lottery day. Instead, 
a game-card hoax cost one 
elderly woman dearly. 

Two swindlers tricked the 
68-year-old woman with what 
they claimed to be a winning 
Lotto ticket, convincing her to 
turn over $15,000 on May 3 
before they disappeared, po- 
lice said. 

The fraudulent female first 
approached the victim, who 
was walking along Fourth Av- 
enue, near 92nd Street, on her 
way to the subway at 9:30 am. 
She told the woman her num- 
ber had come up, but claimed 
she couldn’t collect her win- 
nings because she is an illegal 

Suddenly, the male member 
of the deceptive duo walked 
up and — pretending not to 
know the woman who al- 
legedly won — suggested to 
the victim that they combine 
their funds to buy the “win- 
ning” ticket and collect the 
cash themselves. They would 
“go halves” on the purchase 
and split the multi-million- 
dollar prize, he claimed. 

The victim agreed and re- 
turned home to collect $9,000 
she had stashed around the 
house. When the male thief 
said they needed more, she 
climbed into his mini-van and 
drove to her bank, on Ridge 
Parkway and Third Avenue, 
and withdrew an additional 
$6,000. The woman turned 
over the wad of cash and the 
schemers presented her with 
the “winning” ticket. 

But they had just one more 
request. The swindlers sent 
the victim into a comer store 
to purchase something and, as 
soon as she was inside, they 
sped off in the van along 
Third Avenue. The woman 
was left behind with a bogus 
prize and lower balance in her 
bank account. 

Police are looking for the 
Lotto scammers, described as 
a Hispanic couple. She is 25- 
to 30-years-old, with long 
black hair, and he stands 5- 
foot-6, weighs around 165 
pounds and has curly, salt-and- 
pepper hair. At the time, he 
was dressed in a gray wind- 


breaker — but they are both 
likely to be sporting finer, 
more fashionable duds now. 

Charity case 

Crime doesn’t pay — espe- 
cially when you target the 
less-fortunate. 

A trio of sticky-fingered 
teens may have learned that 
lesson on May 2, when police 
arrested all three on burglary 
charges. The boys stole a tin 
filled with donations from the 
counter of a Chinese restau- 
rant on Fifth Avenue, police 

The 31 -year-old woman 
working at the counter of the 
eatery, near 79th Street, said 
the teens rushed in at 9:40 pm. 
Two stayed near the door as 
look-outs while the third thief 
dashed to the counter and 
snatched the collection tin, 
which held $34.73 in dona- 

Police from the 68th 
Precinct quickly caught up 
with the robbers, a 19-year- 
old and two 18-year-olds. The 
name of the victimized charity 
remains a mystery. 

Thief thwarted 

A mid-afternoon alarm at a 
Perry Terrace home sum- 
moned a resident from sleep, 
startled the neighbors and 
probably scared away the po- 
tential burglar. 

The thief broke through the 
basement door of the home 
near 70th Street around 3 pm 
on May 2, police said. The 
break-in triggered the burglar 
alarm, which brought the 
sleepy 21 -year-old woman 
running to the basement and 
prompted her to call police. 
But the prowler left without 
taking anything and may not 
have even come inside, since 
nothing had been moved 
around, either. 

A neighbor next door told 
police she saw a man lurking 
near the home.

A birth certificate, a Fort 
Hamilton High School diplo- 
ma — Class of 2001 — and a 
U.S. passport were among the 
documents thieves snatched 
from the basement of the 
building near 86th Street 


when they broke in between 
7:30 pm on May 5 and 5 am 
the next day, police said. In 
addition to the tan safe that 
held the papers, burglars 
grabbed a trio of Sony elec- 
tronics — a digital camera, a 
camcorder and a portable 
PlayStation — and a $2,500 
black-faced Rolex watch.

The thief escaped with a 
driver’s license, several credit 
and charge cards and fairly 
nice wallet — but no cash.

ALL DRAWN OUT 


On ‘inappropriate’ art 


W HO IS JULIUS SPIEGEL and why 
is he telling us what art we can and 
cannot see? 

Spiegel is the Brooklyn commissioner for 
the Parks Department; last week, he became a 
self-appointed public morals defender by shut- 
ting down a student art show in the war memo- 
rial in Cadman Plaza Park. 

Brooklyn College art students have held 
shows there without incident for about six years, 
under terms of a verbal agreement that apparent- 
ly gives the Parks Department the right to close 
a show if it deems the artwork “inappropriate” 
to families or veterans, parks officials say. 

Yet it has been more than a week since the 
closing and no one — not the Parks Depart- 
ment, not the mayor and not Spiegel himself — 
has provided a definition of “inappropriate.” 


The show was certainly provocative and, in 
many cases, sophomoric. One sculpture featured 
an erect penis. Another work depicted a man iden- 
tified as “Dick Cheney” in a homosexual clinch. 
(The works are viewable at http://depthome. 
brooklyn.cuny.edu/art/MFA%20Thesis) 

But the debate over whether Spiegel was 
right to close the show missed the main point: 
Who is Julius Spiegel protecting? 

Artists often try to have it both ways — criti- 
cizing bourgeois mores as they simultaneously 
latch onto the teat of public subsidy. At some 
point, the public that is subsidizing art will de- 
cide whether its investment is worthwhile. 

But in this case, it was Spiegel who created 
the controversy, shutting down the show be- 
fore “the public” even had a chance to be of- 
fended — or, conceivably, enriched — by it. 
When a Brooklyn Papers reporter asked 


Parks Commissioner Adrian Benepe about 
Spiegel’s carte blanche, Benepe revealed how 
tricky it is when public officials get to decide 
what is “appropriate.” 

‘Well,” he said, “I can safely say that a piece 
of art with a swastika on it would be inappro- 
priate in Borough Park.” 

No? We are neither artists nor mid-level bu- 
reaucrats, but we are capable of imagining that, 
in some circumstances, artwork with swastika 
imagery might convey a reasonable artistic mes- 

Meanwhile, when controversies like the one 
at Cadman Plaza Park occur, we’d prefer that 
our unelected officials allow us to make up our 
own minds rather than treating us like children. 
Perhaps they could hang a sign reading, 
“Warning: Adult Content Inside.” We may not 
understand art, but we do know how to read.

Ikea threatens 

To the editor: 

As your readers are well aware, 
Ikea plans to turn a 22-acre site be- 
tween Dwight and Columbia streets 
in Red Hook into its largest store in 
North America. The site, along the 
Erie Basin, is the former home of the 
New York Shipyard, five historic 
Civil War-era buildings, and Todd 
Shipyard’s currently active graving 
dock, which dates from the 1930s. 

The Preservation League of New 
York State named the graving dock 
one of New York State’s most-threat- 
ened historic places. Community ac- 
tivists sued to try to stop the project, 
but in July, 2005, a Manhattan judge 
allowed demolition to continue, find- 
ing that that the site is “in large part, in 
disrepair and abandoned.” 

Now, tall reeds and marshland have 
asserted themselves, with stands of 
reeds sprouting between concrete and 
metal pilings. The huge concrete 
blocks in the multi-acre site at the cor- 
ner of Columbia and Halleck streets 
trace the outlines of its former industri- 
al use. Sea birds alight on the small 
marshy pond in the middle of the ship- 
yard. The concrete blocks have be- 
come museum walls for some of the 
best graffiti artists in the city.

Car-free hours 
this summer in 
Prospect Park

Cars will be banned from Prospect Park’s West 
Drive during the morning rush under a six-month pilot 
program unveiled this week by Mayor Bloomberg. 

Hizzoner journeyed — by car — to the Grand Army Plaza 
entrance of Prospect Park to herald the news himself. 

The restriction goes into effect on June 5. Manhattan- 
bound traffic will still be able to use the park’s East Drive, a 
concession, the mayor said, to rush-hour reality. 

A similar restriction was put in place in that other park in 
Manhattan. 

“We believe the new restrictions will add very little traffic 
[to side streets in Park Slope], but we will closely monitor it,” 
the mayor promised. 

The Department of Transportation estimates that just 357 
cars use Prospect Park’s West Drive during the morning msh. 

“We don’t really know if that number of cars gets absorbed 
or causes major disruptions,” the mayor said. 

Bloomberg’s announcement came three days after the anti- 
car group Transportation Alternatives released a study saying 
that four out of five park users would enjoy Olmstead and 
Vaux’s supreme achievement more if cars were banned. 

As such, the mayor anticipated the group’s disappointment 
with his announcement. 

“Transportation Alternatives would like to get rid of all 
cars in the city,” he said. “Yes, it would be better if people 
didn’t have cars in the parks, but during the rush hour, it 
would create chaos.” 

True to prediction, Transportation Alternatives Executive 
Director Paul Steely White complained that the new restric- 
tions still gave the green light to too many horseless carriages. 

“Any reduction of car hours in Central and Prospect parks 
... is a step in the right direction,” he said. “But at the end of 
the day, these are parks, not parkways. They’re for people, not 

White called for car-free summers in both parks. 

“Fully opening the parks to walkers, joggers, strollers, bik- 
ers and skaters when park demand is at its highest. . .will set 
an example for cities around the world to provide safe, 
healthy, relaxing and tranquil respites from the rush and ca- 
cophony of city life.” — Kuntzman

Sure, he owns a single-pump Gulf station 
near Fulton Ferry — where the cheapest gas is 
$4.14 a gallon — but, really, it’s not his fault! 

“I pay so much more for gasoline from my distrib- 
utor because I order so little at a time,” Goldsmith 

A Brooklyn Heights resident, Goldsmith gave The 
Brooklyn Papers a penny-by-penny accounting of 
why his gas is almost a dollar a gallon more than 
anyone else’s. 

“A normal gas station will order 8,000 gallons, but 
I only order 2,000, so the distributor says it’s not 
worth it to deliver to me unless he charges me more,” 
he said. 

“Plus, we’re full-service, so that adds about 30 


cents a gallon. But, yes, we are probably the most-ex- 
pensive gas in New York State.” 

Unlike the oil companies, Goldsmith isn’t getting 
rich on expensive gas. In fact, he said he loses $3,000 
a month — which he makes up through auto repairs, 
his principal business. 

“Forty years ago, when gas was 22 cents a gallon, 
gas stations made about 10 cents a gallon,” he said. 

“Now, we still make about 10 cents a gallon — 
but gasoline is $3.22 cents a gallon! My accountant 
tells me to stop selling gas, but the neighborhood is 
begging me to stay. We’re the only station down

Starchitect joins Bridge ‘park’ team

Architect Robert A.M. Stem will 
work as a consultant to the Brooklyn 
Bridge Park waterfront develop- 
ment. 

Stem will “prepare design guidelines 
... for the uplands of Pier 1 , Pier 6, and 
the John Street site,” according to a 
press release by the Empire State De- 
velopment Corporation, the lead agency 
in the construction of the residential, 


commercial and open space project. 

An ESDC spokeswoman declined 
on Wednesday to answer questions 
about Stem’s role. 

Residential construction inside the 
1.3-mile-long development is the most- 
controversial element of the plan. 

Supporters of a waterfront park 
who oppose the planners’ current vi- 
sion object to apartment buildings in 
the site, while boosters say mainta- 
nence fees generated by such build- 


ings will pay for construction and up- 
keep of a park that all can enjoy. 

Current plans call for 1,240 units 
of housing, a 225-room hotel, nearly 
520,000 square feet of retail, restau- 
rant, office and showroom space, plus 
1,183 parking spaces. Much of the 
non-green construction is slated for 
the upland area at Pier 1, which sits 
south of the existing waterfront es- 
planade at the end of Old Fulton 
Street; Pier 6 at the foot of Atlantic 


Avenue; and at John Street. 

Stem’s urban planning has come 
under fire ever since he worked with 
Disney on its master-planned Florida 
town, Celebration. 

On the preservation side. Stem has 
been an outspoken supporter of Ed- 
ward Durrell Stone’s 2 Columbus Cir- 
cle, the quirky building being trans- 
formed from a Modernist monolith 
into a glass-walled home for the Muse- 
um of Art and Design. — Kuntzman

CBstoRatner: 
Stop your fibbin’

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Rejected! 

Three central Brooklyn com- 
munity boards are demanding 
that Bmce Ratner stop claiming 
the boards participated in a 
“community benefits agree- 
ment” between the developer 
and eight local groups. 

In a mass mailing to several 
hundred thousand homes last 
weekend, Ratner claimed that 
Community Boards 2, 6, and 
8 “served as advisors in craft- 
ing the CBA.” Says him. 

“This statement overstates 
our participation,” the chairs 
of the three boards — Shirley 
McRae, Jerry Armer and 
Robert Matthews — wrote to 
Ratner last week. 

“We were invited to play a 
limited role that ended months 
before ... we were barred 
from attending the working 
sessions [for the CBA],” the 
letter continued. 

The chairs also charged that 
Forest City Ratner Vice Presi- 
dent James Stuckey rescinded a 
promise that the community 
boards could review the CBA 
before it was signed. 

“Given the very limited 
role played by the three com- 
munity boards in crafting the 
CBA, and FCRC’s overstate- 
ment of that fact, we are re- 
questing that you discontinue 
all mention of our participa- 
tion,” the letter concluded. 

Stuckey defended his com- 
pany’s mention of the com- 
munity boards’ participation. 

“While the community 
boards were legally prevented 
from being official parties [to] 
the CBA given their govern- 
mental responsibilities, they 
did play a role in the process,” 


he said in a statement. 

“The question here is not a 
newsletter that talks about an 
important program, but rather 
the very real benefits, includ- 
ing jobs and housing, for near- 
by residents.” 

Stuckey didn’t say whether 
future mailings will be amend- 
ed to reflect the community 
boards’ concern. — Kuntzman

The cash-strapped Dio- 
cese of Brooklyn is merging 
six well-respected Catholic 
schools in an effort to cut 

The ill-fated parochial 
schools include Sacred Hearts- 
St. Stephen in Carroll Gardens, 
which will merge with Park 
Slope’s St. Saviour. 

Bensonhurst’s St. Frances 
Cabiini and St. Mary Mother of 
Jesus will merge and now he 
called John Paul n Catholic 
Academy, named after the late 
pope.

But to have to take her out and 
bring her to another school, I don’t know how 
she’s going to fare.” 

Parents who are unwilling to send their 
children to less-successful public schools will 
now have to ship their children farther from 
home, or reconcile themselves to more-crowd- 
ed learning conditions.

Cruise booster Terry Dale 


The Queen Mary 2 has come and gone (twice), and 
Brooklyn is still wondering how to turn her thousands 
of guests into thousands of money-spending Brook- 
lyn tourists. It's not going to happen overnight, says 
Terry Dale, the DUMBO resident who heads the 
cruise industry's trade group. Cruise Line Internation- 
al Association, CLIA. A former top executive with 
NYC & Co., the city's marketing and tourism bureau, 
Dale took over CLIA two years ago and has played a 
role in the further expansion of cruising. More than 1 1 
million people in North America took cruises last year, 
and the numbers are only going up. Dale checked in 
this week with Gersh Kuntzman. 



Q: Our headline a few weeks ago 
was "Queen Mary 2 here: What's in it 
for Brooklyn?" So what's the answer? 

A: Potentially, a lot. The QM2 provides a 
huge audience to which Brooklyn can mar- 
ket itself. We have to get those passengers to 
take advantage of Brooklyn’s cultural and 
entertainment offerings. 

Q: But how? Most cruise passengers 
are bussed in and out. Some don't 
even stay in New York City at all be- 
fore flying out. 

A: Local businesses in Brooklyn will even- 
tually be marketing to those customers, get- 
ting them to stay. In the shorter term, busi- 
nesses will make money supplying and 
restocking those ships. But it’s not going to 
happen overnight. The good news is that 
people from the borough president’s office 
and NYC & Co. were at CLIA’s annual 
meeting in Florida, talking up Brooklyn. 

Q: Hide the lampshades! 

A: No, it was a very serious attempt to talk 
to travel agents about Brooklyn. Those 
agents book 90 percent of all cruises, so it’s 
important to market to them. 

Q: So what are you, Terry Dale, DUM- 
BO resident, doing to help us? 

A: Well, I represent the entire industry and 
we have 32 ports in North America. I give 


them all the same attention. Our job is to 
make cruisers and potential cruisers know 
all their options. 

Q: You mean buffet or sit-down din- 
ners? 

A: Cruising is very different than it was just 
a few years ago. The trend in “home-port 
cruising” means that 70 percent of Ameri- 
cans are within a two-hour drive of one of 
our ports. And the variety of destinations has 
expanded. There are now cruises that can 
suit every traveler, even one who has never 
gone on a cruise before. 

Q: Like you! When you took over 
CLIA, you had never been on one, 
right? 

A: True. But that’s the challenge — getting 
the Terry Dales of the world on a cruise. 

Q: How does our port here in Brook- 
lyn rate? 

A: Well... (brief uncomfortable silence). 
Nothing happens overnight. There are cities 
with very elaborate ports. In Norfolk, there’s 
a museum at the port. In other cities, there 

Q: Ours doesn't even have refresh- 
ments. Perhaps Junior's could open 
an outpost. 

A: It’s all possible. Many cruise ship termi- 
nals are like airports.

for families in a public space. 

“This is both bad judgment 
and bad law for the Parks De- 
partment,” attorney Floyd 
Abrams told The Brooklyn 
Papers. “This exhibition is not 
obscene, not illegal and is con- 
stitutionally protected.” 

The dispute recalls the role 
Abrams played in 1999, when 
he successfully defended the 
Brooklyn Museum in its dis- 
pute with the city over “Sen- 
sation” — a show that includ- 
ed a depiction of a black 
Madonna adorned with ele- 
phant dung and sexually ex- 
plicit photos. Then-mayor 
Giuliani deemed the work, 
which he had not seen, “anti- 
Catholic.” 

Mayor Bloomberg support- 
ed his underling’s decision to 
close the show — though he 
bristled when a reporter used 
the c-word. 

“I don’t know that ‘censor- 
ing’ is the right word,” 
Bloomberg said at a press con- 
ference Monday in Grand 
Army Plaza. “This is not a 
museum, this is a war memo- 
rial and different things are ap- 
propriate there.” 

The mayor’s decision to 
stand by Spiegel surprised 
artists, who said it was inconsis- 
tent with the support for public 
art that the Bloomberg adminis- 
tration has shown in the past. 


“Frankly, I am disappointed 
[given] the mayor’s previous 
record,” said Michael Mallory, 
chairman of the Brooklyn Col- 
lege Art Department. 

The students say they will 
sue the school and the city on 
constitutional grounds — and 
civil rights attorney Norman 
Siegel is on the case. 

“It’s ‘Sensation’ junior,” he 
said. “If a government official 
doesn’t like a work, he can be 
critical, but he can’t censor it.” 

Siegel compared the closure 
of the art show to the mayor’s 
refusal to let people demon- 
strate in Central Park during 
the Republican National Con- 
vention in 2004 and the 
NYPD’s ongoing battles 
against the Critical Mass bike 
tides — both policy decisions 
he has fought in court. 

An overwhelming majority 
of Brooklyn College faculty 
members condemned the col- 
lege for allowing the city to re- 
move the art. 

“Brooklyn College has long 
supported our students’ rights 
to freedom of artistic expres- 
sion and we will continue to 
do so,” said college spokes- 
woman Colleen Roche, ironi- 
cally a Giuliani staffer during 
the “Sensation” scandal. 

“In this instance, we were in- 
formed that we had to vacate the 
space ... and took immediate 
steps to find an alternate space.”

“A1 Nakba is one of the most important days in 
the Palestinian calendar, because it marks the dis- 
placement of our people,” said Ahmad Diab, co- 
chairman of Al- Awda, the group organizing the rally. 

“It’s the date when Palestinians were forced out 
of their homes.” 

Bay Ridge, which has seen a rise in its Palestin- 
ian and Arab population over the past two decades, 
has historically had an uneasy relationship with 
new Muslim immigrants. But officially, the neigh- 
borhood is welcoming the rally. 

“Different groups have the right to gather and 
express, as long as it’s peaceful and respectful,” 


said Josephine Beckmann, district manager of 
Community Board 10. “Certainly, this community 
is respectful of other cultures.” 

Diab promises a peaceful gathering and hopes 
that Suday’s march will help raise political aware- 
ness among Palestinians in Bay Ridge. 

“I really hope that it will be the start of an annual 
commemoration,” said Diab. 

Not everyone shares that hope. 

“It’s one slap after another,” said Molly Resnick, 
founder and president of Mothers against Teaching 
Children to Kill and Hate. “I don’t care how right 
you think you are and how much injustice is being 
done to you. I wouldn’t give them the time of day, 
until they stop . . . teaching children to blow them- 
selves up and kill innocent bystanders.” 

March organizers expect about 250 participants 
to step off at noon from Fifth Avenue between 67th 
and 68th streets, walk up towards the 80s, and then 
loop back to Leif Ericson Park. 

Marchers will wave Palestinian flags and some 
will carry keys that, they say, fit doors on former 
Palestinian homes in the State of Israel.

Knowingly naive 

The Brooklyn Waterfront Artists Coalition 
(BWAC) launches its 14th annual spring art show at 
the Red Hook pier on Saturday, offering an oppor- 
tunity for the public to see the work of over 300 lo- 
cal artists. One of these, Russell Mehlman, is 
among the borough’s premier primitive artists. 

Mehlman’s paintings document everyday life, 
blending the ordinary with the surreal. His stiff, clum- 
sy figures appear wrapped in ennui, with lifeless limbs. 
Yet the faces have a dreamlike emotional power. The 
streets, living rooms and kitchens, in which the figures 
are posed like dolls, are vibrantly composed. 

Mehlman’s scenes are meticulously recorded, yet 
the artist paints primarily from memory. In “Window 
Scene” (pictured), a 
gouache on paper that 
will be auctioned to ben- 
efit the BWAC, Mehl- 
man depicts an anxious- 
looking cat on a 
windowsill, and behind 
it, a colorful street scene. 
Mehlman himself is the

nights at Savalas. Each free perform-

“I watch the show and take notes, 
then I write up a script. I choreograph 
the dances based on the songs that 
seem appropriate for the mood of 
what’s happening,” choreographer/ 
teacher/bartender Angela Hariell told 
GO Brooklyn in a phone interview 
Monday. 

Hariell says the troupe will continue 
to perform its versions of current 


episodes until the season ends later this 
spring. After that, they will go back 
and do re-runs from the previous five 
seasons. She predicts her show will run 
until the audience dwindles or the 
dancers stop having a good time. 

So, what is the biggest challenge in 
adapting to dance a long-running series 
about moody mobsters?

Liquor spot 
limit a part 
of new bill

The state’s top Democrat wants to stifle Brooklyn’s 
burgeoning nightlife and restaurant scene by making it 
much harder for businesses to get their liquor licenses, 
opponents say. 

A bill by Assembly Speaker Sheldon Silver (D-Manhattan) 
would prohibit more than three liquor-serving establishments 
within the same 500 feet. 

The proposal would be a death knell to the most-happening 
parts of the so-called “city that never sleeps,” opponents said. 

“It will be a slow death of the food service and hospitality 
industry,” Robert Bookman of the New York Nightlife Asso- 
ciation said after testifying at a Silver-led hearing last week. 

Bookman was not the only one sounding panicked. 

“If you thought 9-11 was going to be the end of restaurants 
in New York, this is worse,” added Sam Firer, a restaurant 
publicist. 

“In Brooklyn, in areas like South Slope and Red Hook, 
restaurants pave the way for development and jobs.” 

Silver’s bill would close a loophole that allows the State 
Liquor Authority to disregard the existing “500-foot” mle 
when it is in the “public interest” to do so. 

The average length of a block along a Brooklyn street is 
260 feet. If you do the math, new liquor licensees would have 
to be about two blocks away from existing ones. 

That’s just fme with the bill’s backers, who argue that ex- 
emptions to the 500-foot mle have made liquor licensing a 
farce — the term “public interest” coming to mean anything 
that creates new jobs. 

“Over time ... the SLA’s approval of exceptions to the 
500-foot mle became the mle rather than the exception,” said 
Silver. 

And backers say that there is a direct correlation between 
freely granted liquor licenses and the rowdiness and excessive 
noise that have become a fact of life in some neighborhoods. 

Since January, 2005, 10 restaurants in Brooklyn’s Commu- 
nity Board 2 — which covers Brooklyn Heights, Fort Greene, 
and Boemm Hill — got liquor licenses despite being within 
500 feet of other licensed establishments. 

But under the Silver bill, three such licenses — Tazzini (3 1 
Henry St.), MIGITA Sushi (130 Montague St.), and Stone- 
home Wine Bar (87 Lafayette Ave.) — would have been al- 
most impossible to get. 

Stonehome Wine Bar has sparse company — a couple of 
blocks in one direction lies Moe’s; a couple of blocks in the 
other sits Frank’s. Restaurant Gia, which was across the 
street, recently closed. 

Rose Hermann, who co-owns Stonehome and sees herself as 
a pioneer running a lonely outpost thinks the new bill is absurd. 

“Every two blocks you’re allowed to have a restaurant?” 
asked Hermann. “That’s not really workable. We’re trying to 
have a cultural area around the Brooklyn Academy of Music.” 

“There are certain streets in the district, like Smith Street 
and DeKalb Avenue, that are turning into entertainment desti- 
nations,’ said Robert Perris, district manager of CB2. “We can 
reach a point where the saturation has a negative impact on 
quality of life.”

Gehry said he and his design team took great pains to mesh 
the development — which includes a basketball arena, nearly 
6,900 new units of housing, more than 600,000 square feet of 
office space, a 165,000-square-foot hotel and 247,000 square 
feet of retail stores — with the surrounding communities of 
Fort Greene and Prospect Heights. 

“[Original designs] got a little carried away,” he said. “We’re 
calming it down. You can now see different [building] materials 
and a connection to the texture of the existing buildings.” 

Gehry evoked late urban crusader Jane Jacobs, who railed 
against the kind of office development that created Manhat- 
tan’s monolithic Sixth Avenue. 

“We’re tyring to create a skyline [with] a variety of sizes, 
scales, materials, and trying to relate to existing fabric and ex- 
isting buildings,” he said. 

“Yes, the buildings will exist, but we are going to create us- 
able spaces, not awful plazas, [that reflect] the body language 
of Brooklyn.” 

Another major change is on the Dean Street side of the 
project. Where once there was a wall of high-rises, now the 
street wall will not rise above the level of the existing 
Newswalk building. 

The centerpiece of the project remains “the Urban Room,” 
part of the Miss Brooklyn skyscraper. Gehry said that people 
will congregate on the “front stoop” and be able to look 
through the glass into the arena itself. 

“Kids can hang out here and watch replays on the score- 
board,” he said. 

David Sheets, whose apartment was just sold to Ratner, felt 
the changes on his block were insignificant in the larger 
scheme of things. 

Asked earlier about opponents of the project, Gehry 
cracked, “They should have been picketing Henry Ford.” 

When pressed to explain that remark, he added, “There is 
constant change. We’re not on horseback anymore. The issue 
is how do you manage change in a way that represents and 
respects the place it’s in.” — with Ariella Cohen

“You never expect these 
kind of things,” he said. 

Opal Abu Opalina was a 
beautiful white rabbit with 
random black spots. Smart- 
mom and Teen Spirit bought 
her four years ago at Petland 
Discount on Fifth Avenue near 
12th Street. They were in 
search of a guinea pig to re- 
place Serena, Teen Spirit’s 
beloved pet, who died under 
mysterious circumstances 
while the family was vaca- 
tioning in Cape Cod. 

In the back of the pet shop, 
Teen Spirit became enamored 
of a dwarf rabbit, so before 
she knew it, Smartmom was 
flipping her MasterCard and 
purchasing a rabbit, a cage, 
rabbit bedding, food, rabbit vi- 
tamins. . . 

Once home, Smartmom did 
an Internet search on “rabbits 
as children’s pets” and found 
this rather disconcerting infor- 
mation on rabbits.org: 

“Many people are surprised 
and disappointed to find that 
rabbits rarely conform to the 
cute-n-cuddly stereotype in 
children’s stories. Baby bun- 
nies (and many young adult 
rabbits) are too busy dashing 
madly about, squeezing be- 
hind furniture, and chewing 
baseboards and rugs to be 
held.” 

It was too late. Teen Spirit 
named her Opal and the Oh 
So Feisty One added Abu and 
Opalina. Within an hour. Opal 
was an established member of 
their household. 

But rabbit.org proved to be 
an oracle. Opal was cute, cer- 
tainly, but not cuddly. In the 
first year, she was an anxious 
rabbit capable of scratching 
those who were foolish 
enough to try to hold her. 

Eventually, she settled 
down. A bit. By day, she was 
Zen-like, calmly sitting in her 
cage, or drinking from her 
water bottle. But at night, 
she’d run from one end of her 
cage to the other — punctuat- 
ed by an occasional flip. In 
the city that never sleeps, 
Opal didn’t either. 

And then she was gone. In 
the hours after Opal’s death, 
Hepcat and Smartmom lay in 
bed talking. “Do you think she 
was happy?” Smartmom ask- 
ed Hepcat. 

“Well, it’s not like she 
wrote a blog or anything. But 
I think she was happy,” he 

Smartmom told him how 
sad and scared she felt. Hep- 
cat sighed a lot. 

“Growing up on a farm 
you’re probably used to this 
kind of thing,” Smartmom said.

When Smartmom told Teen 
Spirit about Opal’s death the 
next morning, he pulled the quilt

heard the news, she marched 
right into the hying room “Why 
are her eyes open?” she asked. 
Smartmom was amazed how 
fearlessly she stared into the 
dead rabbit’s cage. 

“She’s in a better place 
now,” she said. 

Later she made a makeshift 
memorial and placed a sprig of 
lilac next to the cage. “Do you 
think we took good enough 
care of her?” she asked. 

I N THE MEANTIME, 
Teen Spirit was distant and 
blue. He didn’t want to talk 
to anyone. And when Beautiful 
Smile (the babysitterandso- 
muchmore) called to console 
him, he refused to speak. 

Teen Spirit and Hepcat both 
withdraw when they are feeling 
emotional. Conversely, OSFO, 
like Smartmom, tends to ex- 
press what she is feeling — 
even when she doesn’t know 
exactly it is that she feels. 

When he got home from 


the Edgy Startup, Hepcat and 
OSFO took Opal down to the 
backyard (more like an alley- 
way, a place they rarely go). 
“We buried her with her food 
and her alfalfa bedding,” 
OSFO told Smartmom. “She 
should be very comfortable 
down there.” 

Probably the person most 
affected by Opal’s death was 
Hepcat, who enjoyed her 
companionship late at night 
when he was working at his 
computer in the living room. 
She’d jump up like a puppy 
when he entered the room and 
thrust her snout toward him 
for petting. Days after her 
death, Smartmom noticed a 
far away look in his eyes from 
time to time. While he didn’t 
say a thing, she knew he was 
thinking about Opal. 

Then she remembered what 
he said the night she died. “You 
never get used to this kind of 
thing.” You never really do.
